How Missouri Greeubackers would Tax
the People.

From the St. Louis Republican.
The worsted goods on which it is

proposed to raise the tariff from
thirty-fiv- e per cent, to eighty-fiv- e per
cent, embrace all kinds of knit goods,
hosiery, drawers and underwear of
men, women and children. There is
not a household ii the land which
would not be effected by this increase
of tax. There is scarcely one indi-

vidual who would not feel it. At
present the price of all this character
of UBderware, on account of the tariff,
is one-thir- d higher than it would be,
or ought to be ; but the protectionists,
who find the people patient beasts of
burden, propose to increase their load.
If the tax can be increased to eighty-fiv-e

per cent, the rightful price will
be raised, to, nearly double what it
ought to be that is, goods worth $1
will cost $1 85.

"This hotel is so wonderful that it
merits a description. It is built on a
gigantic scale, and is capable of con-tainin- ig

one fourth of the population
the city. It takes up an area of

about 1,000 acres, and is fitted up re-

gardless of expense with all the new-

est invention. The blocks in the ves-

tibule are of solid gold, and the rail-

ings of the stairs are silver mounted.
There are 156 beautiful clerks behind a
solid rosewood counter,a quarter of a
mile iu length, ornamented with silver.
Each clerk has his hair parted in the
middle, wears a diamond pin, and is
exquisitely polite. There are 25,000
hall boys, one for each room nnd
numbered.

In the ladies grand parlor are sta
tioned a fashionable dressmaker and
man milliner, who are in direct tele-

graphic communication with Paris.
The gentlemen's reading-room- s,

loungiug-rooin- s. smoking-room- s, bath
rooms, barber rooms, billiard and
private rooms for parties desiring
privacy while dining and w ining, arc
both numerous and elegant, even the
spittoons are made of gold. Tile ele-

vators, 300 in number, conveying
guests from the bottom to the twenty-f-

ifth floor, half a mile up, are beau-

tifully upholstered, and furnished
with every convenience to the travel-

er. The ladies' elevators have toilet
tables and accessories, refreshment
counters, full length mirrors, and
sofas to recline on. The gentlemen's
elevators have a bar and rcsturant
attached, and also a barber shop run
by the motive power of the elevator.
Each siugle room or suite is supplied
with faucets connecting with a pipe
running from huge tanks on the roof
which contain different wines, bran-

dies, sherries, also lager, liquors and
bitters, also patent medicines. The
flow from these tanks is registered at
the office so that the clerks can tell at
any time what drinking is going on
all over the house. In the center of
the hotel block is a hollow square, oc-

cupied by a menagaiie, a circus, an
opera house, and two theaters, trage-
dy and comedy, which are kept open
exclusively for the lienelit of the
guests, who arc admitted free. Iu
the large dining hall, two acres square,
2,000 waiters dash about recklessly
on skates. They are of all natiauali- -

ties, and are required to be accom
plished skaters.

There is a circular railway on every
floor to enable ladies and people in
delicate health to visit each other
while slopping at the hotel. A band
of 250 pieces performs on top of the
roof every evening, and at sunset a
pork of 100 pieces of cannons are
fired off. The effect is grand.

Every evening a celebrated leronnnt
goes up in a balloon from the square
in the middle of the hotel, which is
called the plaza. It is astonishing
that in such a vast caravansary so few
people get hurt ; only about a dozen
are killed. The hotel has its own un-

dertaker, doctor, and druggist. The
arrangements for escape in case of
panic or fire are ample. Hose and
buckets are on every floor ; and iu
